| spent à good two hours going through the pattern books, hoping to find all sorts 
of great little jackets that would be suitable to wear with square dance dresses. Mostly 
there were big sloppy jackets to be worn by tall slim young women in baggy pants, 
but | finally found a few trim fitted ones that would look really well with our full 
skirted dresses. 


BUTTERICK had three fitted ones: 

#5898 - Very easy multi sizes of 8-10-12 or 
14-16-18. This had a peplum, which, if full enough, 
would be fine coming out over the full skirt with 
petticoat. Or the peplum could be eliminated, 
having the jacket stop right at the waistline. You 
might want to make the sleeves a little fuller 
- gathered at the shoulders to allow room for 

puffed sleeves underneath. This pattern 

costs $4.95.

FAIRTOWN SQUARES 


Fairtown Squares of Topsfield аге 

TopsFIELD, MA celebrating their 25th year of dancing 
at the Danversport Yacht Club, May 
16, 1988. 


The Topsfield Fairgrounds — hence the name Fairtown — was the site of the original 
workshops and classes with open dances soon a tradition at the Proctor School. 


In 1971 the club moved to the Trinity Parish House and in 1980 to its present location 
at the Masconomet Regional School. Harry Pike, Herm Parker, Charley Tilley, Bob 
Burwell and John Chadwick were the early callers and teachers. In 1965, Jim Mayo 
became club caller and remains so today.

England Convention this is a timely issue. The Convention is a volunteer 
operation into which a lot of people put a lot of work. The work done 
by dancers 1s recognized by most people, | think. Nearly everyone knows that 
Committees work, sometimes hundreds of hours, in order to assure that those attending 
the Convention will have a great time, Even so, | have been bothered at times in 
the past by the criticisms that are leveled at Convention managements. Certainly 
they do not do everything perfectly but we should all remember when we complain 
that they have done it without compensation, Another group that volunteers their 
services so that everyone can have a good time is the calling and cueing staff. | have 
been surprised, in the past, to learn that many dancers think the callers and cuers 
are paid for their appearance at the Convention. Not true! No one is paid for the 
services to the Convention. We (the staff) pay our own way and all our own expenses. 
In addition, many of the staff give up a night's fee as well. You might say "So what, 
dancers pay their own way too?" That's true but dancers get to decide whether they 
want to go and they also get to dance. Most callers ( and ! suspect most cuers, too) 
find that the schedule is busy enough so that they do little more than meet the demands 
placed on them, | know that's true for me. If | dance, it will be a couple of tips in 
a hall l'm about to call in and 1 will be checking all the time to see whether there 
are problems | need to notice. I've also heard complaints that some of New England's 
"better" callers aren't calling at the Convention. That's certainly true but they 
apparently feel that the dancers who hire them for dances don't care whether they 
make this contribution to the New England square dance activity, Judging from the 
demand for their services | have to agree, | have called at all of the М.Е, Conventions. 
1 do it because ! believe | owe that to the activity from which ! have received enjoyment 
and income. | wish all callers felt the same obligation but ! can not accept criticism 
of those who don't from the clubs that hire them.

“WEEKENDS” 


| have just completed a "Weekend" in Fairhaven Massachusetts with Jane Carlson 
and Vernon Porter. Now those of you who have never attended one are probably 
wondering what | mean by "Weekend", We all know the everyday definition of a weekend 
— it's that period of time between the end of work on Friday and the beginning of 
work Monday. The Square Dancer version of a weekend is that same period of time 
but the hours are filled with friends and fun and food and lots of fantastic dancing. 
A typical "Weekend" goes something like this, . , 








Friday afternoon, sometime after lunch, the dancers and callers and cuers arrive 
at the hotel (or resort) in groups of two or three or so, pick up their room keys and 
unpack. Around 5 PM everyone meets in the dance hall for an hour or so of renewing 
past friendships and making new ones; then comes dinner — it might be a sit down 
dinner, or a cafeteria style meal with several choices, or even an outdoor (weather 
permitting) barbeque.

[We used our Saturday afternoon 
to give a boost to a couple of young callers by letting them call to one square of dancers 
and then gave them some pointers and advice and examples — (ask to hear my "Garbage" 
tip sometime)l. Saturday continues with Dinner at Six; Dancing at Eight; and 
Entertainment at Eleven. 


Sunday begins with a light breakfast, continues with a farewell dance, and ends 
with a super brunch at Noon. 


If you have never been on a "Weekend", Gang, think about attending one — ask 
your caller or cuer about it — or drop me a line and I'll tell you where they are.

While driving home from a recent work party, we suddenly realized that many 
members and dancers don't know what has been accomplished or is being done to 
improve the Square Dance Foundation of New England (SDFNE) property, formerly 
Kramers Hayloft, in South Weymouth, MA since its purchase in December of 1983. 


Initially, а number of improvements were made such as painting the downstairs 
hall, refinishing the dance floors upstairs and down, putting up curtains in various 
areas, putting down new linoleum in the ladies' room, installing ceiling fans and a 
water cooler in the upstairs hall as well as completing many other maintenance 
projects. 

As more funds became available, more major projects were started and 
accomplished. We have noted some of these below for your information: 


The first undertaking was the complete renovation of the Long Barn. This small 
barn was the first building to be converted from a cow barn to a square dance hall 
by Sam Kramer and was used by Charlie Baldwin and other callers. Many years later 
Sam converted the big barn into a dance facility with dance floors both up and down. 
Unfortunately, the Long Barn (hay barn) caught fire and was damaged to the extent 
that Sam repalred it and then used it for storage. The Trustees recognized il as a 
potential meeting hall. With volulnteer help and donations of material such as 
insulation, sheet rock, doors, lights, curtains, a ventilating fan, etc. the Long Barn 
is in the process of being completed. There is still work to be done to finish the 
renovation but the Trustees and Directors hold their meetings in this building releasing 
the Dance Barn for other rentals. For a small donation to cover the cost of utilities, 
this hall may be reserved for other organizations to hold their meetings, No dancing 
or public meetings are allowed in this building. To al! those who have helped with 
this project to date, a big THANK YOU. 

The exterior of the Dance Barn has been painted along with its foundation and 
the silo. The two dancing couples on the front of the Barn have been repainted, This 
was accomplished from the money received from the 1987 raffle and supplemented 
by income from the property rentals. The long 'Creamery' building, housing our office 
and garages was painted white with green doors, Ernie Weidner, our manager, donated 
the paint and labor to complete this project. 

New sewer lines were installed to the Dance Barn, the two-family house and the 
‘Creamery! building. A new two-inch water line was installed to the Dance Barn at 
the same time. This new water line increases the water pressure considerably as 
the original pipes came from the 'Creamery' building and across the property in an 
old galvanized pipe. The sewer connections have eliminated the use of the cesspool 
which had to be pumped out regularly. This capital expenditure was accomplished 
with funds received from the sale of the field beside the Dance Barn. 

A section of the downstairs hall in the Dance Barn was badly worn in front of 
the caller's platform. This area has been repaired and refinished. The remainder 
of the floor wil! be refinished by volunteer help. (Is anyone available?) 

The apartments in the two-family house have had several rooms papered and 
painted. 

A number of security lights have been installed outside throughout the property. 

New soap and towe! dispensers have been installed in the restrooms as well as 
many other maintenance projects. 

— Plans for the future — 

A lot of memorabilia has been donated for our Library/Museum, most of which is 
currently stored in the 'Creamery' building and its old refrigerator room. The 1988 
Foundation Raffle this year is being conducted to raise funds to help pay for the 
beginning of a construction program towards our long awaited Library /Museum facility. 
Your support of the raffle will help the Foundation and the square dance community

provide a safe depository for square, round, folk, line, clogging and country dance 
memorabilia. 

Help is needed to plan design and renovate the Library/Museum facility. We will 
undoubtedbly have to do this project in phases as funds become available. We must 
start now! If anyone has architectural or construction background and is willling to 
volunteer his or her services to assist in the planning of this project, please contact 
Ernie Chase, (617) 922-2422, We need your help! 

Other projects under consideration for early action are the repair of the piazzas on 
the two-family house, the painting of the house, improvements 1o the parking lot, 
landscaping, improve the electrical service to the Dance Barn, redecorate the Dance 
Barn lobby and refinish the dance floors to name a few of them. 


While much has been done to the Long Barn, additional work is needed both inside 
and out. We will be looking for volunteers to assist us. Work parties have been held on 
a number of Saturdays during March. If you or your club want to help, please call 
Ernie Chase for information at (617) 922-2422. 

The Dance Barn is being used regularly by several clubs for their workshops and/or 
dances. Also, since we have discontinued our Saturday night dances, the hall has been 
rented for caller-run dances. The hall is being used for aerobic classes during the week. 
There are also reservations for weddings, parties and other affairs and it is expected 
there will be clambakes, picnics, etc., this summer. 

The Foundation and the Board of Trustees want to thank all those dancers and 
individuals who have helped in the work parties, donated materials and have financially 
supported the Foundation. Thanks to the Callers and Cuers who have donated their 
services at our Saturday night dances, Such support is helping the Foundation to be à 
better service to the square dance community.

Musings On Dance 


By Veronica Ann McClure 





A STORY ABOUT KON TIKI 


The increasing standardization in round dancing is generally a positive development, 
particularly as cueing becomes more reliable. However, one side effect of 
standardization seems to be dances which are more and more alike and interchangeable. 
While this may reduce gimmicky, non-standard cues and figures, it may also discourage 
the creation of the dances | like best -- those which follow the rules, but in 
idiosyncratic ways. These dances may be a bit harder to learn initially, but once 
the dancer has mastered them, they take on a unique individuality. I would hate to 
see these dances slowly dropped by non-use from the round dance repertoire. 


Kon Tiki was written by Marge and Burt Glazier and first published in 1960, It 
is considered a classic, yet at Saturday night dances, 1 often fear It would be risky 
to include |t. However, even if we let it slip away, It is ironic but comforting to 
know that somebody else likes it too. 


Several years ago 1 was cueing rounds at а Tech Squares workshop. At that time, 
the workshop was held in the MIT Student Center and we often had many observers. 
A 40-ish couple came in to watch. They stayed longer and seemed more interested 
than most casual visitors. I greeted them and found out that they were visiting the 
US from Israel and had never seen American square and round dancing before, although 
they were active in several folk dance groups back home. They found our dancing 
very interesting and mimicked some of the round dance steps along the sidelines. 


When I put Kon Tiki on, their eyes nearly popped out of their heads. A couple 
of measures into the dance they jumped into the circle and proceeded го dance Kon 
Tiki with the assurance of a well-known favorite. 1 couldn't wait to talk to them 
afterwards -- how did they know Kon Tiki? 


| found out that one of their favorite dance groups back home was run by a man 
who travelled extensively. Wherever he went, he looked for local dances, dances 
he thought were worthwhile on their own, not necessarily as a sample of a type or 
nationality, He found Kon Tiki in his travels and took it to the folks back home, Ir 
seems to me a great compliment to the dance and its choreographers that someone 
who collects dances from many sources found Kon Tiki worth including in his collection, 
| hope we will always make room for dances which, like Kon Tiki, follow the rules 
but in no way are like other dances of the same rhythm, To paraphrase Dorothy Shaw, 
"Standardization, not homogenization."

times, I was dubbing tapes of Ed Gilmore's 
Long Island dance, done over 30 years ago, 
and had the volume turned up as I was 
sewing a new 18th century frock coat in 
the dining room. 

Tt was interesting as I could usually 
tell what the calls were, his díction being 
so good. I noticed the same thing with 
Ralph Page (even with his New Hampshire 
accent). I wonder if somebody would care to 
do a survey of callers of different levels 
of ability and see if the "top" callers are 
easily understood at the double speed. I'm 
curious, but have more important things to 
get at so that column idea ends here. 

At our March, third Saturday live 
music dance in Newtown, another thought 
came to me while calling Herbie Gaudreau's 
Needham Special. 1 had several "options" 
pencilled on the yellowed sheet and 
thought of those people that think all 
traditional style dances MUST be done only 
one way. That's basically true for most of 
the very old classics although Chorus Jig 
has changed since 1937 (see Toleman and 
Page, The Country Dance Book, reprinted 1n 
1976). 

There are times for changes so I 
thought I'd give Herbie's dance first and 
then some of the options available.

The options? In A1 a Balance and 
Swing wlth the corner could be used. Or, 
another A1 could be DoSiDo Corner; Swing 
Corner. In B2 а Half Promenade across may 
be used to replace the Half Right and Left. 

I used the Half Promenade that 
evening as a number of the newer dancers 
weren't spotting the new "normal" couple 
to Half Right and Left In the Half 
Promenade the dancers take hold of one 
another and the odds are that, usually, one 
of the two will know where they're going 
and help the other along. In traditional 
dancing right hands aren't taken when 
doing Rights and Lefts. 

IMPORTANT NOTE!! Ordinarily, in an 
alternate duple, the dancers at the ends 
cross over while waiting out one turn of 
the dance. Needham Special has the cross 
over built into the figure.

Ed Foote, Chairman of the Callerlab Challenge Committee, announced that his committee 
has reviewed the current C-2 program and voled to make the following changes. Calls 
added: None. Calls dropped: Cross Horseshoe Turn, Step and (Anything) and X 
Formation/X Circulate. The next balloting for the C-2 list will occur in late 1989. I will 
send you a copy of the new list if you send me а SASE. 





What is the correct or true definition of a call? This issue seems to comes up all the time, 
especially at à dance or workshop when the caller has just taken advantage of some obscure 
part of the definition (e.g. using a concept that requires the call Square Thru to be divided 
into parts (it has 7 doesn't it?)). 


There are several possible sources for the definition: The original author, the "official" 
Callerlab definition, your tape group leader, your caller, the caller at the dance, the best 
dancer you know, look in Burleson's Encyclopedia, or look in Galburt's Glossary. 


Most discussions in which 1 have participated always get back to the author's original 
intent. If we only knew what he had wanted, the problem would be solved. І totally 
disagree with this. 


When a choreographer invents a new call, he does his best to think about possible 
extensions, variations, and ambiguities. He should create a written definition including 
examples and teaching hints, and communicate this to the world (usually through callers 
note services). 


Once the call has been given to the folks, it is up to them to learn it, dance it, 
misunderstand it, and possible "improve" it Square dancing is a folk art nnd, ns such, it is 
constantly changing and evolving. The original author can do his best to send his creation 
into the world the way he wants it but after that I believe he has lost control, 


If the original author isn't the source for the correct definition of a call, then who is? If 
Callerlab has a definition (which it does up through the Cl program), | would certainly 
consider it. Lots of time, effort, and the current thinking of many callers went into 
creating those definitions, However, the definitions were not always written (о be 
technically precise and they often do not document the obscure corners of the calls. This is 
especially true in the MS and Plus programs, So, if the Callerlab definition for a particular 
call exists and clearly discusses the area of the definition in question, use it. If it doesn't, 
you are stuck with one of the other sources listed above. At some point, you come to 
realize that there may be no correct answer 


So, where does all of this leave us? There is no mathematically provably correct definition 
of a call. The best we бап do is to consult Callerlab, the original author, several other 
written sources, and draw our own conclusions. If we are extending a call in a new area 
and we can convince other dancers and callers that this fits with the "intent" of the call 
then this new extension will probably become part of the current definition, At a dance, do 
what the caller wants (if you can figure that out) and discuss the proper definition with

These individuals participate in several 
clubs and organizations in Western Mass. and Conn. and they do à great job but they 
do not get the recognition they deserve. They don't even ask for any, so | wanted 
to write and exptess my thoughts to show some appreciation in a formal way, even 
though it is very small. 

Russ and Roberta Moorhouse write monthly to the Northeast Square Dancer 
Magazine for several clubs in Western Mass. and Conn. and also for prominent events 
in both areas. They devote an incredible amount of time and effort promoting these 
clubs, events and callers in their writings and attendance of those orgnnizations' 
respective dances and meetings. Russ and Roberta manage to find the time for all 
they do because they love the activity and the interpersonal relationships.

While the Morris dance was a young man's dance, the beautiful maypole dance 
featured women dancers and yards of colored ribbon. Once associated with pagan 
fertility rites, the May dance became a ritual to welcome Spring. lt is only one of 
many English country dances that have been passed down to us. Village greens and 
fields provided perfect settings for the English country dance. Light, skipping 
movements propelled the dancers into a variety of entwining figures similar to vining 
flowers caught up in a breeze. The rural folk were born to their dances and knew 
them by heart, so it was for the aristocracy that John Playford's "English Dancing 
Master" was published. The joyful steps were as walcome in the staid drawing rooms 
as the fresh country lass who charms the jaded sophisticates with her innocence. 
But, once the happy dance was accepted by society, improvements were attempted 
upon the very freshness that made it fun. Dancing masters in London, and soon Paris 
added complicated step patterns and mannerisms, The dance was refined beyond 
the skills of the untutored rural dancer who had brought it to life and was still 
ignorantly enjoying the unimproved version. The English country dance in all its rustic 
and refined forms sailed across the Atlantic with Colonial settlers. As in England, 
the colonial dancing masters offered the standardized lessons in the more densely 
populated areas of Boston, Philadelphia and New York, while the dances of the 
countryside sprang from memory and spontaneous invention. Today, the English Folk 
Dance and Song Society in London, and the Country Dance and Song Society of America 
offer a variety of material on the English Country Dance, including recorded music, 
sheet music and dance manuals. Festivals, weekends and dance camps abound, 
spreading the spontaneous joy of a village green. In New Hampshire there is a newly 
formed organization called the New Hampshire English Country Dance Society whose 
purpose it is to organize and run English Country Dances on a regular basis and to 
develop NH English Country Dance callers and musicians. For further information 
contact NHEDCS, 78 WILEY RD., LONDONDERRY, NH 03053.

3. Always touch and hold hands whenever possible. You will be better oriented 
nnd besides, it feels more like dancing. 


4. Really know your basics, from mainstream and what ever. 

5. Remember, terms with men on the left and women on the right don't always 
npply when you lenve the mainstream level.

7. Most importantly — SMILE, it doesn't hurt!

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DRESSING FOR SQUARE DANCING 


You've read the title. Your eyes glnze over and you get ready to turn the 
page. Please don't! Things are happening today that are not good for square dancing. 
| am hearing about classes where many of the women are wearing pants, not just 
once in а while, but all through class. This has a very negative affect on the group 
they are with; they are actually downgrading their group. They are eliminating the 
essence of the dance; а man and a woman moving together to music. ‘To me this 
doesn't seem like tlie occasion for the unisex approach. 

Many of us women wear pants working around the house, for outdoor sports, 
nnd to keep warm in cold weather, It's practical and comfortable, but sometimes 
it just doesn't look so wonderful. Arrange two mirrors so that you can get 4 good 
look at yourself in the rear. И can be very disappointing. Now try a side view - those 
of us who are adding on the years may be adding on the pounds also. You would be 
happily surprised to see what a full skirt and а petticoat сап do to hide the lumps. 


Some of you say you don't want to look like a ballerina in those big full petticoats 
- no problem, don't wear them. Wear a smaller petticoat with just enough fullness 
to keep your dress or skirt from tangling in your legs. Some women who are really 
slender prefer the longer, semi-full type skirt. Why not? If it moves nicely and makes 
the wearer look graceful then it should be acceptable. 

I would like to urge the new dancers to visit a good square dance shop and 
see (and try on) some of the very well designed dresses and skirts available. The 
shop will have a petticoat available that you can borrow while you are trying these 
on. You can now see what style is becoming to you. If you sew, £o home and make 
one in a similar style. Patterns? All square dance shops have them and if you were 
at the Convention in Portland you had wonderful opportunities to see lots of clothes 
nnd lots of patterns in the exhibitors area. 1 hope, also, that you were able to locate 
the Pattern Exchange Room where programs on sewing are offered, and where you 
can always pick up a new idea. 

| would like you to read the following excerpt from the Forward in The NEEDLE 
NOTES Book first published in 1971. It was true then and it is just as true today. 

".....We want to make square dancing as attractive as possible to the greatest 
number of people. Square dancing is a wonderful activity. We want it to look 
wonderful. 

Dressing well is a form of compliment (о the people whom you are with. One 
dresses well out of consideration for these people. It indicates a desire on your part 
to contribute to the attractiveness of their surroundings and n desire to please. In 
your desire to please, you are expressing an interest in the others on the dance Поог, 
and isn't this what square dancing is all about? 

To dress well does not mean that you must wesr the most expensive or the 
most elaborate clothes. Simplicity in dress is as appropriate lo the dance floor as 
any other place, but it is good to consider your elothes in relation to the group. Do 
they contribute to the excitement and fun and the all-over picture of the dance, or 
аге they the dull spot that needs a lift? Light bright colors enhance the look of the 
dance floor, with oceasional dark colors to make an accent. Square dance clothes 
should be considered as costumes, worn especially for this one activity, That's why 
they are fun to wear. Square dance clothes make you feel like a dancer. When you 
feel like a dancer, you are опе!!"

You can prepare a dressing that 
is even lower in calories 
by mixing equal portions 
of vinegar or lemon 
juice and evaporated 
skim milk. Stir until 
smooth and let it stand 
to thicken, This dressing 
can be used on fruit, 
tuna salad, or coleslaw.

In October 1963, Square Dance Caller Stan Kandrut and Americ Lanni began 
instructing a group of interested, eager neophytes at the Grange Hall in North Andover. 
With help from the Town Travelers of Lowell, the group formed a new club and 
graduated 37 dancers in March 1964. 


The club's chosen name, Turkey Town Trotters, came from North Andover's 
nickname "Turkey Town" — a name acquired early in the town's history because a large 
turkey farm was its most conspicuous landmark. 


For ten years the Turkey Town Trotters held both their dances and classes at the 
North Andover Grange Hall. Then they moved their dances to the Franklin School on 
Andover Street in North Andover, where the monthly dances are still held. Classes 
were moved to the Stevens Hall Convalescent Home on Park Street for many years, and 
later moved to their present site at the North Andover Community Center on Johnson 
Street. 

During the Club's twenty-five years, its members have worked to maintain and 
advance their club. Its success has stemmed, in large measure, from the capable 
assistance and support of Stan Kandrut — the club's caller from day one. Final 
responsibility for the club's success, however, always rests on the shoulders of its 
president and executive board. These dedicated people meet monthly, rotating the 
meetings among their homes. 

Like any square dance club, the Turkey Town Trotters! membership has alternately 
grown and shrunk through the years. Currently the membership is on the upswing for 
several reasons: successful classes, members who have transferred from other clubs, 
and the enthusiastic support of long-time TTT members. 

Each fall the Turkey Town Trotters look forward to a large class comprised of 
people who are learning square dancing for the first time, people who are returning 
after an absence of several years, and recent graduates who wish to build confidence 
while helping new dancers, During class sessions, there are brief workshops to enhance 
the interest of people already familiar with square dancing and also demonstrate the 
basic calls to the new dancers. 

The Turkey Town Trotters’ watchword has always been enjoyment — enjoyment of 
square dancing, enjoyment of its associated activities, and enjoyment of new 
friendships. Although not the largest club, the richest club, or the most competent 
square dance club in the area, the Turkey Town Trotters have as much fun as any club 
and more than many. Typically the club holds its dances on the fourth Saturday of each 
month, omitting December, July, and August, 

On June 18, 1988, the Turkey Town Trotters will hold a dinner-dance at the Franklin 
Schoo! in North Andover to celebrate their 25 years of square dancing. The occasion 
promises to be а memorable one with Phil Kandrut from Virginia calling and John Moran 
cueing. This 25th Anniversary evening will honor both the legacy of the first Turkey 
Town Trotters class and the continued dedication of the club's first-and-only club caller, 
Stan Kandrut.

SQUARE DANCE COUNCIL OF NEW JERSEY 


More than 1,900 dancers attended the second New Jersey State Square & Round 
Dance Convention, held at Trenton State College, in Ewing, on Saturday, March 19, 1988, 
This was an increase of more than 200 dancers over last year's Convention. 


While most of the dancers were from New Jersey, eastern Pennsylvania and the 
metropolitan New York areas, there were participants from as far north as New 
Hampshire, from as far west as lowa, and from Florida. 


The Convention, sponsored by the Square Dance Council of New Jersey (SDCNJ), ran 
from 10:00 AM until 10:30 PM, with a full program of square and round dancing, 
clogging, contra and line dancing. (п addition to calling the varied dances, the sixty 
square dance callers and dance leaders ran workshops and teaching sessions, 


Many of the square dance clubs hung their colorful banners in the Student Center, 
and there were displays set up by the seven organizations that comprise the SDCNJ, 
During the day, there were several clinics and workshops, dealing with such topics as 
"So You Want To Be А Square Dance Caller", to "Gags, Games £ Gimmicks", a fun 
program for after-dance parties. Since many women make the colorful outfits for 
themselves and their partners, the Sewing Clinic was well attended. Fourteen vendors 
were on hand, displaying and selling square dance clothing and related goods and 
services.

In the mid-fifties the changes were not major because we were still memorizing 
dance routines and the memory has limits. The best of callers used three or four 
different dance routines in a single tip.

Ralph Page knew about 
these changes that were happening in the square dance world and did not approve. 
| had the chance to discuss the matter with him, occasionally, and | knew that he 
felt the modern way wasn't really dancing. ! grudgingly granted that the surprises 
made for some scrambling or extra hesitations by the dancers, Sometimes, too, the 
patterns that we "created" while we were calling weren't as smooth and comfortable 
to dance as the old tried and true routines of the traditional dances. | remember 
these concerns and | remember thinking that Ralph really was too conservative — 
| might even have thought he was a stick-in-the-mud old timer. The funny thing is 
that, as | look out on the floor today while | call, | find some of those conservative 
attitudes in my own head, | see dancers taught by callers who believe total program 
variety is the goal of the activity. | see dancers who have never felt a Grand Square 
that took 32 steps and started on the musical phrase. | see dancers who grab and 
yank, who run and take short cuts. | see the women duck every time Star Thru is 
called because the men have not been taught to raise their arms high enough. | don't 
blame all of this on the dancers. Rather, | think, many of today's callers have never 
experienced real DANCING, the kind that fits the music and moves with rhythm and 
style through patterns that do not stretch the dancer's intellectual ability so far that 
they have no attention left for the way they move or the courtesy that should be 
part of any form of dancing. 1 used to think Ralph Page was unwilling to accept 
progress. Now, when І look in the mirror, | understand better what he was trying 
to tell me.

CHALLENGE RAMBLINGS 


1 would like to ramble on about the ability of dancers to dance the level. Take the C2 hall 
at last years National Advanced and Challenge Convention as an example. It seemed to me 
that most callers were delivering a very weak C2. [n case it isn't clear what a weak ver- 
sion of a level is, here are my thought on that. 


A level can be made weak in several ways. An overuse of any of these techniques indicates 
that the caller believes he can't call the specified level 1) Cueing, or telling the dancer 
the call followed by its definition. 2) Separating each use of a call on the level with sever- 
al calls from lower levels (ie. seldom using the calls on the level). 3) Keeping everything 
from standard positions (e.g. right-hand ocean waves), 4) Choreography in which much of 
the time some of the dancers are standing still (giving them time to check their opposites 
and formations and correct mistakes) 5) Stop and go delivery of material that could have 
been delivered without any dancer pauses. I believe that all of these devices detract from 
the enjoyment of the dance derived from actually dancing (ie. moving to music). They may 
increase the enjoyment derived from succeeding in solving the puzzle (ie. not breaking 
down). 


So, why did callers in the C2 hall feel that they had to call a weak C27 One guess is that 
they felt that the dancer success rate would have been unacceptably low if they called any 
harder. Dancers were in the hall who didn't belong there and the callers reduced their lev- 
el to accommodate those dancers. Maybe the dancers who did this аге new to the C2 level 
and didn't expect а high success rate but wanted to give Ше C2 hall a try. It often seems 
to be в chicken and egg problem. I sometimes wonder why the level in a hall doesn't spi- 
ral down further than it does, However, I know one thing. At a weekend with multiple 
halls (like NACC) a marginal C2 dancer who is blown out of the C2 hall because the 
callers are calling the level can always dance in the Cl hall (where hopefully the callers 
are also calling the level). 


It seems clear to me that one of the roles played by the C2 hall at NACC is to strongly 
assert to the country that this is what C2 is all about, The tapes are distributed and 
danced many places and people assume that if they сап dance C2 to the staff of the МАСС 
then they can really dance C2. The same goes for all of the other levels at МАСС. 


Well, I rambled away from my initial topic and will have to continue it next time.

Should square dancing officially be 
recognized as the Folk Dance of the 
United States? That question will be 
debated before a Congressional 
Committee in Washington, D.C. on 
Tuesday, June 28, 1988, 

What is the significance of such a bill 
and, if passed, how will it affect those of 
us who enjoy square dancing today? For one thing, an "official" recognition by our 
government will bring this activity in all its phases more vividly into the public eye. 
It will encourage more men and women of all ages to shnre with others a slice of 
their true American cultural heritage. 

Representing those in favor of the proposition (Bill П.К. 2067) will be dancers, 
callers and teachers = leading representatives of the many facets of square dancing — 
the squares, rounds, contras, clogging, the traditional we well as the contemporary. 


Opposing will be those who feel that their regional interest groups will be lost in the 
shuffle. They, too, will be heard. 

Interest in this movement has reached beyond just the dance fraternity. Here is a 
portion of what U.S. Congressman Leon Panetta has said in support of the action, 

"We are talking about a dance that has been a vital American tradition since 1651 
and it has evolved into the most popular participatory dance in the United States today. 
This is reflected by the number of square dance clubs and the number of people who are 
n part of it. 8,500 square dance clubs exist throughout the United States and something 
like 6 million dancers are part of those clubs, not to mention obviously the millions of 
school children who participate in square dancing in their schools. 


"It celebrates some important ideals of this country in the sense that it is really à 
dance which includes people of all ages, all races, all colors, all creeds. 1t includes the 
handicapped, and the healthy. It includes all of those who are part of the broad 
spectrum of American Life, Square dancing is the one dance which incorporates the 
folk dance traditions of a Inrge number of ethnic and cultural groups in this country..." 


Also lending support to the action is U.S. Congressman Norman Mineta who says: 


"We are long overdue for a national folk dance in which we can all take pride. The 
square dance is indeed uniquely American. It has been in our repertory of dances for 
over 300 years from the first colonies on into the formation of the Union and to present 
day America, Square dancing has brought all Americans together in an netivity which 
all groups in our society can participate. 

"Square dancing is an integral part of most school curriculs, It is one of the unifying 
activities in our schools where all children are equal in their participation. Square 
doncing does not require special abilities or talents. Social barriers are broken down as 
Students join hands and move to the music. 

"Our textbooks are filled with stories of the founding of our country, and its political 
nnd social history. But we often come up short in teaching children our cultural history. 
If the square dance is formally made our national folk dance, it will become even more 
visible in oursociety, nnd will give schools and other institutions further impetus to 
teach this rewarding activity. A national folk dunce will instill greater appreciation for 
the art of dancing in general. 

"A national folk dance shows that dance should be taken seriously as an important com- 
ponent of human artistic expression, and has я definite place in the Nation's cultural 
heritage. The square dance should be designated as this national folk dance because it 
is uniquely American. I can think of no better dance to be our national folk dance, and no 
better dance to carry to other countries asa representation of American tradition. 
Surely, it 15 time to recognize the important place of the square dance in our folk culture.”

It was a month and some weeks ago 
that [ left my Danbury Senior Center 
country dance class and headed northwest 
to Cortland, New York to give my Colonial 
Experlence program at a number of schools 
in the area. 

I was working on a grant and per- 
formed at two elementary schools, a high 
school and did a lecture/demonstration at 
the State University College at Cortland. 

I was ably assisted at all these pro- 
grams by the College Ballroom Dance Team 
which із under the direction of Bess Koval, 
Bess has been a dance instructor at the 
college for many years and was my contact, 
guide, hostess, helper and 13 a wonderful 
person to know. She has energy in abun- 
dance. 

Working with my reenactor dance 
group ш Newtown, we made a video tape of 
à number of early American country dances. 
This was sent, along with written Instruc- 
tions, to Bess. She, in turn, took all the 
information to her dancers and the final 
results were excellent. The eight dancers 
performed as though they had been doing 
country dances for years. 

Normally, when I do my Colonlal Ex- 
perience in public schools, І have the 
children take part in the learning of hon- 
ors, foot positions and a number of the 
steps (footwork) that go with 18th century 
country dances. In New England class sizes 
run from 50 to 100 students. On this trip 
we performed to groups ranging in size 
from 200 to over 400 children. 

The team danced for me tn place of 
the group participation. The dances done 
included; The Irish Wash Woman, George 
Washington's Favourite, Maid of the Oaks, 
St. Patrick's Day in the Morning and a 
Three Hand Reel in which had a chance to 
dance. 

All this took place on à Thursday and 
Friday. The early Saturday leave-taking 
I'd planned didn't happen as the van's volt- 
age regulator decided to stop working. 
Once I'd fixed that and gotten à jump start 
I headed for Sandy Hook. 

Arriving much later than planned 1 
had little opportunity to rest before our 
third Saturday live music open dance that 
evening. 

Set up takes a while as we also sup- 
ply refreshments for this affair. Our good 
friend Dick Wexelblat handles the door for 
us and it was with some surprise that we

noticed, just at 8:00 that there was a line 
of people waiting to get In!

That night we wound up with 100 
dancers, most of whom were beginners. It 
seems that my persistence in announcing 
and giving out flyers at al! the fa- 
ther/daughter, and other, open dances fi- 
nally bore fruit.

CALLERLAB CONVENTION COMMENT 


There appeared to me to be a strong feeling by the Mainstream callers that the 
Mainstream program is theirs and they don't want any one to "Mess" with it. 


Any attempt to delete calls from the Mainstream program met with fierce resistance!! 
Callers from the Mainstream program were very upset that the Plus or Advanced callers 
were trying to change their program....My opinion of all this is as follows..... 

The Mainstream program belongs to Square Dancing and to all the callers as it is the 
foundation of our activity. The attempt to delete calls that are marginal in use created 
alot of strong feelings. | would only ask the callers who only са! Mainstream to look at 
their program as the MOST IMPORTANT PROGRAM WE WAVE... Without a 
Mainstream program we have NO program.... At a time when learn to dance classes are 
at an extreme low and all of Square Dancíng's programs are suffering with fewer and 
fewer dancers we MUST look at our Mainstream program, the entry program, as the 
program that we must shorten. We all keep saying "It takes too long to learn to dance, 
too much to learn", etc,,...1 feel it really does not take alot of vision to see that if we 
are to shorten the number of weeks in class then we must reduce the amount there is to 
learn!!! | feel that this can be done by eliminating some of the duplication and calls 
that are really not used very much which will shorten the list and the learning time all 
without any real harm to the Mainstream Program. The Heart of the program and the 
intent or purpose of a Mainstream program will not be harmed in any way....Mainstream 
Callers who oppose strongly the dropping of calls like Alle. right, Couples Hinge, 1/2 
sashay (not rollaway) etc., are really very shortsighted in view of what is happening with 
our recruitment and retention of new dancers.... 


Divide is a cal! that the Mainstream callers wish to have on the Mainstream program 
but it has fallen out of popularity with most callers....Here are a few ideas to get you 
thinking. Recall the action of a Divide, the designated dancers turn their back to each 
other and move around the outside of the set 1/4, then accept the next call... 
Example...Boys divide 5 Touch 1/4.....

The International Association of Professional Square Dance Callers held their 1988 
Convention in Reno, Nevada this past March with nearly 800 active callers attending 
including 11 from my own callers association - Tri-State. An impressive representation 
considering the costs and distance involved. 








My prime focus was on the "thawing" of the Mainstream Program after a four 
year "freeze". Indications were that the Program was ripe for some major changes. 
During many Mainstream Committee meetings the entire program was discussed, 
movement by movement, step by slep, beat by beat, and an overwhelming majority 
of the 200+ Committee members indicated their collective desire to leave the Program 
alone. This collective desire was introduced as a resolution at the general membership 
meeting and, with only a couple of modifications, was adopted, Those modifications 
included the dropping of "Split the Ring", "Divide", "Curlique", and "Partner Hinge" 
and the addition [to the "Chain" Family] of "Chain Down the Line", The general 
concensus was — "the Mainstream Program is working and working well - leave it 
alone!!! 


The PLUS Program had two minor changes - "Extend the Tag" was changed to simply 
"Extend" and the call "Triple Trade" was dropped. 


After all the meetings and voting and seminars and talks and conferences had finished 
for the day there were smaller gatherings; some in rooms, or the corner of a lounge 
and once, around a solitary slot machine. |t was in these smaller gatherings that 
one could meet some of the "stars" or "legends". | remember one gathering in a fourth 
floor suite where | drifted from one group to another first listening to Ray Aubut 
and Stan Burdick discuss the publishing business, picking up a comment about Jerry 
Helt's latest release, hearing the story of the [only] time a [well known] caller missed 
a Grand Square, meeting Gary Shoemake - a maker of records - most of which | carry 
in my record case, and finally, somewhere after 2 AM sitting al the bar listening 
to Jim Mayo, Dick Leger, and Bill Peters discuss choreography, timing , and next 
year's convention in Nashville. | can't wait.

First contact the record producer of the particular RD Record Company and 
ascertain the following: 1) The record is available for your use. 2) That the record 
is available in sufficient quantity to meet customer orders, in the event your 
presentation of the dance sparks record sales. 


REMEMBER. . „lt is the RD Record Label Producer's place to authorize release 
of dance composition written to his tunes; and also to make sure records are on hand 
in sufficient quantity to meet sales generated by such a release, 


No Producer welcomes a round dance routine's bursting into popularity when he 
can't satisfy customer orders for the record. 


Lately, we understand from talking with prominent record producers, even 
choreographers who know better are circumventing the proper procedure mentioned 
above - causing inconvenience and sometimes a bit of panic for the unfortunate record 
producers involved. 


Don't invest the time and effort needed to compose a round dance to a piece of 
music that may not be avallable - or that may already be promised to another. Work 
with you RD record producers. 


If you're not quite sure how to go about approaching a producer – or if you need 
address and/or telephone number information - just give us a call or drop us a note 
а! RDM and we'll give you whatever help we can.

Dear Mr. Aubut, 
In the March, 


1988, issue of "The 


Northeast Square Dancer Magazine," 
you asked us readers for our thoughts 
on your article, "Are We Too 


Affordable?". Here are some. 


| am a homemaker who has been 
on the fringes of square dancing for 
some 30 years — since my folks started. 
My husband makes about $25,000 a 
year. We have 2 children - 1 preschooler 
E | teenager. Our home is 20' X 20', 
1 room. Our dream is 1 more child 
and a "regular" house. We own everything 
we have and no family could be happier. 

God sent "Happy" Harry Trott 
when he opened his store in the Lilac 
Plaza. We finally had someplace to 
buy gifts for my folks, who still square 
dance at least 5 times a week. Harry 
took my name. My husband was fair 
enough to try it. 

We were couch potatoes, mostly 
because we can't afford other forms 
of entertainment. We have been square 
dancing since September, and have 
never been happier or had more fun 
in our lives, The only drawback is the 
expense of the clothes, which has kept 
up with inflation. | have been fortunate 
enough to pick up some used clothes 
al our club, but my husband is too tall 
to fit used things. 

Square dancing may have even 
saved our family. My beloved husband 
is a Stage 1 alchoholic. He hasn't drunk 
a drop for months. He is comfortable, 
relaxed and self-assured socially while 
he is sober, only at church and at square 
dances. 

In my opinion, maybe it is time 
to look at the way "we" market square 
dancing, but by actively recruiting- 
with PBS programming, more 
demonstrations, entering high schools 
and colleges, more family activities 
year-round, and/or "guest nights" at 





clubs when each couple invites an 
"outsider" couple to experience our 
fun first-hand, The answer is NOT 


to make i! "affordable" only to yuppies. 
"Traditional" couples need square dancing 
more than anybody else. Where else 
are those of us who will never in our 
lives shell out $80 on a dinner for 2, 
or buy any vehicle new, going to go 
for an evening of good, clean fun with 
good, clean, wonderful people? 

И you're still with me, you must 
really care about this. Perhaps it would 


be fitting and fair to print some sort 
of rebuttal soon. М might be composed 
of exerpts from this and other responses 
I'm sure you must be receiving. Some 
that we're in class with stil! don't have 
even one "outfit" 7 months after 
starting and 2% months after Christmas. 


You're the professional writer, so go

Editor's Note: This fetter was sent 
to us by Alice ond Henry Fenner of 
Florida. We thought some of the people 
doncing back then could reminisce a 
bit... 


Thank you for giving me the 
opportunity of looking over the April 
issue of the Northeast Square Dancer 
Magazine. | have looked at practically 
every page, hunting for familiar names 
of places where 1 have square-danced 
їп years past. | found a few in 
Connecticut Danbury, Woodstock, 
Branford, for instance. 


Back in the 1920's | used to visit 
my mother and step-father in their 
summer home at the foot of Bull Mountain 
in Litchfield County, CT near the little 
town of Kent, 30 miles north of Danbury. 


This little magazine brought back a 
raft of  almost-forgotten memories 
of the "barn dances" | used to attend 


and enjoyed so much. Many a night 
"ve driven over dirt roads through the 
Berkshires of western Connecticut 
and Massachusetts to various farms 
and hamlets where a Saturday night 
hoe-down would be held in someone's 
big barn. We young mothers would 
park our babies up in the hayloft where 
a couple of grandmothers would keep 
watch over our sleeping youngsters, 
and believe me, they really would sleep 
in spite of the noise of the dancers 
and the fiddiles down below. We used 
to shave candles on the wood floors 
of the barns. We used to start out doing 
the Virginia Reel and then progressed 
into figure patterns that, years later, 
evolved into square dancing. We didn't 
have cuers and callers such as we have 
today. The fiddlers sort of sang out 
the figures as they saw fit. Very different 
from today's mainstream, believe me! 
We loved it, even though at times you 
might have called И “organized 
confusion". 


My father, a westerner, in the 
1930's lived in Nogales, AZ and | used 
to attend dances out near Fort Huachucka 
after a rodeo. And believe it or not, 
1 once was a spectator at a square dance 


on horseback! |t took place in a larce 
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flat area in sparsely settled Cochise 
County, AZ. That was the only such 
dence | ever saw. If there were other 
square dances on horseback, | missed 
'em! 
Thanks for the memories. | 
70 years younger tonight!

DANCER RESPONSIBILIT Y 


Many books and articles have been published regarding the responsibilities 
of leaders, callers and cuers, and very little has been written about the 
responsibilities of a dancer. The dancer is the backbone of the total Square 
dance movement. Without dancers there is no need for leaders, callers and 
cuers. 


The categories of participation vary widely among dancers. Some dance 
occasionally, while others dance at a higher frequency. Regardless of the dancing 
frequency, all dancers have certain responsibilities to themselves, their fellow 
dancers, their caller/cuer/instructor, their club and its officers and their 
supporting Square dance organizations. 


Responsibilities to yourself: Take responsibility for learning new calls. 
Attend workshops. Accept advice about dancing. Dance as often as necessary 
to maintain your selected dance level (whatever it is). Know what is contained 
on the CALLERLAB list for your level. Set an example for others to follow 
in dress, badge, promptness, enthusiasm and knowledge about the Square dance 
community activities. 


Responsibility to other dancers: Be socially clean, courteous and pleasant. 
Square up at the first call. Know and adhere ta your dance level, Accept help 
from others and be helpful to others. Share dance time; don't be exclusive. 


Responsibility to caller/cuer/instructor: Know the relationship of the 
caller to the club. Talk to the caller about your dance problems. Check the 
use of recorders and tapes with the caller. Let the caller teach the students. 
Let the new caller know your preference as to calls, music, pace, level, etc. 


Responsibility to the club and its officers: Serve in positions of 
responsibility. Volunteer without being asked. Recruit and assist new dancers. 
Support al! club functions and activities. Be prompt for the first tip and stay 
{һе entire dance if possible. Be courteous at announcement time. Assist in 
the set-up and clean-up of the hall, Set an example for others. Wear proper 
Square dance attire at all club functions, 


Responsibility to supporting organizations: Serve іп positions of 
responsibility. Broaden your scope by participating as delegates and officers. 
Attend seminars, mini-Legacies and other leadership training programs. Support 
the general activities and special dances of your area, stale, and national 
organizations,

LEGACY, through its Log and Mini-LEGACIES, has been communicating with the 
square dance world for the last fifteen years, Although much has been said and written 
about communication, lack of it has often been deemed the cause for the demise 
of many organizations and clubs. For most of us, the word communication conjures 
up a vision of the spoken or written word. 


Listening is another form of communication, It is listening to what others are irying 
to communicate to you. Listen to what spectators at a square dance exhibition are 
saying, "They don't look happy", or "That is for 'old' people." М you hear this, it is 
telling you that something should be done to change the image we are putting forth. 


Observation. How often have you, when attending another club's function, observed 
what is going on around you? Can you observe friction among the members or are 
they just one big happy family? Are you greeted with a smile or do you just have 
the sign-up sheet shoved at you? Take your observations back to your club as a way 
of improving its image. 
Body language is another form of communication. All of us have attended square 
dance functions and seen people hugging each other as they renew friendships. Hugging 
tells people that you like them and are glad they are your friends and members of 
your square dance famly. 
LEGACY members hope that everyone will concentrate on listening, observing and 
hugging so that we may impart an entirely new image to the general public and to 
members of our activity.

song, may well be "the root of all evil;" 
nevertheless, as you know, it plays a major 
role in square dancing. There are hal! rents 
to pay, refreshments to buy, promotion and 
publicity to get out and these costs are only 
a part of the overhead. To those who have, in 
the past, used the low cost of square dancing as a major selling point in recruiting new 
dancers, the increasing costs of an evening of squares and rounds represent diminished 
"selling" power. 

"Heavens to Betsy," a man might say if he was the gentle type, "when we started 
dancing out at the county park, back їп the 50's, the entire evening, including 
refreshments, cost about 504 a head. Somewhere along the line the tab went up to 75$ 
and we can well remember the shock waves that went around when the per person rate 
jumped to a dollar! Everyone thought И was the end of the world. But we survived — 
that is, most of us did," 

Naturally, as the value of the dollar decreases and prices rise, so do the costs 
involved with dancing. No need to recite the climbing charges for hall rentals over past 
years or what it costs today for transportation to and from the dance. We're well 
informed in these areas, but there are other aspects to consider. Take the caller, as an 
example. The caller's lot also has changed and expenses continue to spiral. As a case in 
point, take a look at the sound system, Our first portable outfit was a Concord — an 
amplifier with a rather awkward turntable perched on top that cost something like 
$60.00, It wasn't much of a set by today's standards; it didn't have variable speed and it 
was fairly heavy to carry but it was, after all, the absolute best (if not the only) sound 
equipment available in the 40's. Today, the cost of a complete sound package can run as 
high as $2,000 and it probably hasn't reached its peak. Records for the caller and round 
dance teacher that just a few years ago were available for less than a dollar, now come 
to right around the $3.50 mark — and so it goes. 

And what does it cost a caller to stay in business? Perhaps, we should first look at 
what it costs to engage a caller's services for an evening. We hear a lot about traveling 
callers charging a guarantee of a set fee, plus a percentage of the gross receipts. As the 
crowd grows in size, it's not unusual for some callers to earn $200 - $250 for an evening's 
stint, and more for a weekend dance. 


This is a far cry from the $7.00 per night callers earned early in the game. Of course, 
it's illogical to expect the trusty, home-club caller, facing just a few squares, to come 
away with more than $40 or $50 today, and were it not for these men and women who 
call for whatever the club can afford, we wouldn't enjoy the activity as we do. 


Obviously, the cost for a club dance or a class night must increase along with 
everything else. It's inevitable, And, while it's fun to think back to those days when 
admission to a dance might have been а home-baked pie, a jar of jam or two-bits, prices 
must reflect the economy. А limited poll, taken recently, shows that an average class 
night can cost the beginner as little as $1.00 or as much as $3.00, The average club 
admission seems to be around $2.00 or $2.50 per dancer. 


Taking all of this into consideration, square dancing is probably still less costly than 
most other forms of entertainment. However, there's no denying that it has gone up in 
price and is cne more contender for the hard-earned dollar. With this in mind, it's 
important to remember that a good number of those who enjoy this activity are senior 
citizens with fixed incomes and young marrieds for whom the admission to the dance 15 
just part of the expense. Add the cost of babysitters, which is not to be sneezed at, plus 
all of the normal expenses and it's easy to see the problem. 


One all-too-apparent solution to the challenge of rising costs and their effect on the 
activity would be to recruit and retain more dancers. И many of our clubs are dancing in 
halls that would comfortably hold twice or three times the number of dancers and if the 
costs of conducting a dance (hall rent, callers’ fees, etc.) would remain the same, then 
doubling the number of dancers in attendance could justify cutting in half the amount 
each person had to pay. To achieve this might require simplifying our programs, 
shortening our learning period and making other changes. Of course the big question is 
would we do this even if we could? it's something to think about,

(phrased squares) to find two dances 
to teach my non-dancing friends for 
performances while in France. 

It is amazing how complex the 
figures are and yet all fit the musical 
phrase exactly, If one were do to a 

1 analysis of several of these old 
books I think you'd find all that's being 
done (and reinvented) today in squares 
has been thought of well over 200 
years ago. And I've seen some 
combinations that nobody's 
reinvented, yet (Two years ago 1 put a 
copy of a page of the tracks of one of 
these French dances in this column). 

Other research in progress is to get 
some 1780's English dances ready for 
our week's stay in Saint John, М.В. for 
Loyalist Days. It really isn't fair to do 
American dances with Loyalist troops 
in Canada! 

For those of you that do, or are 
interested in, early American dancing 
just about now there will be three 
cassettes available with tunes that are 
correct for dances in use in the 1770's 
and 80's in this country. 

Country Dance and Song Society 
has just finished two of thc cassettes 
with a total of about 25 tunes from the 
Keller and Sweet and Morrison books 
of early American dance. The third 
tape, ing released through The 
Hendrickson Group, is an 
electronically cleaned up version of the 
CDIC-1 Ip released in 1976. АП tapes 
come with historical notes. 

If you are a member of CDSS you 
will have seen the May - June 1988 is- 
sue of the CDSS NEWS. If you aren't 
a member, but are interested in 
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teaching, or in the general well-being 
of traditional dance you should get 
hold of a copy. 

Ted Sannella, Larry Jennings and 
Dan Pearl write about programming at 
mixed-level dances and the 
information, besides being excellent, is 
universal. Not surprising since human 
nature is basically the same across the 
board. 

Bob Dalsemer writes about a contra 
dance problem that almost all club 
dancers and callers will recognize by 
another name. The technical sides of 


club and traditional dancing are 
different but the human side . . . ah, 
well. 


There are other worthwhile articles, 
book and recording reviews to read. 
With more space I would give more 
detail. Those who are interested will 
find the effort in getting a copy worth- 
while. CDSS is located at 17 New 
South Street, Northampton, MA 
01060, (413) 584-9913, 

And finally, just out, is a wonderful 
book, Shadrack’s Delight eg! 
Parkes. If you know Tony, ‘nuff said. 
you don’t and would like a collection of 
traditional New England contras and 
squares, this book should be in your 
hands. 

Tony's comments and teaching hints 
make this book a t help for those 
who would like to improve their tradi- 
tional calling skills.

At a recent meeting involving several Line/Solo dance instructors 1 was asked 
point blank "Why are you so Interested in organizing line dance instructors?" This 
is not hard to answer. Here it is, "Line/Solo Dancing has many problems to be addressed 
and only through dialog initiated by one or more organizations can we resolve trhem, 
We have no czar, no dominant \ron-fisted dictator, not even a figure-head to DEMAND 
procedures, policies, methods, ideals and processes to govern our dance art form," 


1 could hardly finish the above statement when they pounced on me, all of them, 
with one common, flat observation: "WE HAVE NO PROBLEMS — we are very happy 
as is," 

Allow me to present just one problem in this limited space, and ! will not state 
the answer, as it will be quite obvious. 


We have witnessed time after time the following situation. А good dancer becomes 
excellent, so he/she almost immediately entertains the idea of promoting line dance 
classes. To prepare themselves for this venture have they taken education couses 
at a University? Have they attended many workshops? Have they passed any sort 
of qualifying examination? How extensive is their line dance library? 1 know many 
Line/Solo Dance instructors who cannot give one affirmative answer to any of the 
above queries. 


1 do not know of a single ballroom, ballet, or folk dance instructor who would 
give any negative answer. Square and round dance instructors might give one or two 
negative responses -— but certainly they are all well-ahead of the general run of 
line dance leaders, Sorry, but | think we have BIG and MANY problems.

This coming Fall dance season will find the New England Senior Citizen Line Dance 
being sponsored at rhe Elks Hall in Newburyport, Massachusetts. No date has been 
set, Hope to be able to inform you in the September issue.

"FORMER LOCAL MAN CREATES A STRONG NEIGHBORHOOD" 
—Reprinted from The Times, April 27, 1988 


WORCESTER — All Thomas and Jeannette Jolly ever wanted was to be a part of 
their neighborhood, The drive to improve their lives and the lives of those around them 
has raised their appeal and influence from Bicentennial Hill, a small portion of Hadwen 
Park in the Heard Street District of Worcester, to Beacon Hill in Boston and Capital 
Hill in the District of Columbia. 

Not one year has gone by in the past 10 years that the couple has not received an 
award, resolution or citation from local, state and federal officials praising them for 
their service to the community, 

From the day the 74-year-old former Oxfordite and his wife moved into the Heard 
Street District in 1965, they began to affect change. 

Thomas was almost immediately made president of the Heard Street District Area 
Improvement Society which had not met for about 38 years. His persistent lobbying of 
government officials on local and state levels resulted in improvements {о the 
community and made him a familiar figure at city hall and the statehouse. 

A bridge spanning the railway track barrier dividing the Heard Street community and 
the Webster Square area pays homage to the man whose relentless efforts helped 
convince the state to straighten and widen it — The Thomas A. Jolly Bridge. 

Jolly's dedication to helping others had lead 1o the creation of facilities and services 
such as a high rise for the elderly, improved street lighting, several baseball Fields and 
two organizations providing trips and recreation for seniors and children — the "Jolly 
Trippers and Junior Jolly Trippers." About 61 Junior Jolly Trippers were officially 
inducted into the organization by Jolly in the Senate Chambers of the state house, "АП 
those kids are real proud," said Jolly who has no children of his own except those in the 
neighborhood who he greets at the nearby grammar school almost daily with candy and 
the elaborate "good luck bicentennial" handshake. 

But the one accomplishment which is a constant source of joy not only to the 
patriotic Jolly but for the community can be seen from his living room window 
-Bicentennial Hill, a park dedicated in September of 1976 to the Bicentennial and the 
U.S. Constitution. Jolly was accepted by the city as its president. 

Everything in the park was painted red, white and blue, by Jolly, Jeannette and the 
neighborhood children, 

Jolly, who retired from Worcester Wire Works, rewards the children for their work 
with an annual winter carnival in the park. 

Other annual events held in the park include the observance of Flag Day at which in 
past years, Jolly has given out over 400 miniature U.S. flags; the Fourth of July; and 
Sept 17, the Bicentennial. 

"This year | have asked Ted Kennedy and his son to try to make the Flag Day 
ceremony," Jolly said. One of the two flag poles Jolly installed on the property honors 
slain president John F, Kennedy. 

Buried underneath each flag pole is a time capsule slated for opening on Nov. 22, 
2078. The capsules wil! be opened by the decendents of the current Heard Street 
District Area Society. 

The capsules prepared and buried by Jolly contain coins, medals, a history of the 
City of Worcester, plaques and histories and stories written by the neighborhood 
children. 

Jolly attributes his staunch patriotism to his love of self and people which he says 
was fostered by his family as a young boy living in the little red house on 4113 Main St. in 
Oxford. 

"The hobos use to get off the train in Oxford and they all got to know my 
grandmother because she would always feed them," he said. "At first, | use to be afraid 
of them but she told me not to be frightened, they just wanted something to eat. They 
(hobos) use to walk me up Main Street and that's how it was, my life in Oxford." Jolly 
said they moved to Worcester when he was four years old, 

That spirit of giving of one's time, resources and self Jolly learned well and he 
always takes the time to try to bring a little sunshine into the lives of others, 

He has recently become a pen pa! to about 20 sixth graders in Sacramento, Calif. 

"Dear Mr. Jolly," one of 1һе students wrote in a recent letter, "For my birthday, ! 
gol a birthday greeting from Mr. Dukakis. | think you had something to do with it. 
Thank you,"

CHALLENGE RAMBLINGS 


1 would like to ramble on about the ability of dancers to dance the level. As one person 
once asked me, "Why is it that the weakest dancer in the workshop pushes the hardest to 
have the workshop move on to the next level?" What he was really asking was, "Why is it 
that people who aren't ready to move on to another level 1) push to move on to another 
level, and 2) are oblivious to their own ability?" 


I think that the key is a failure to recognize their own ability. If they (incorrectly) think 
that they have mastered the current situation then of course they will be gung ho to move 
on to bigger and better challenges. We will look at two parts to this problem. 


Why don’t dancers realize how good they are at their current level? 

1 Because the caller doesn’t really call the level (see May's column). He says it is C2 
but it is really easy Ci with a few C2 calls. The dancer thinks that he can dance C2 
but really can't. 

2. Because the dancer is helped around а lot of the time —. 

а by the caller who cues most of the calls, and waits for mistakes to be fixed. 

b. by other dancers who give subtle (and sometimes not во subtle) hints about what 
to do. These include arm pressure at the beginning of в call, spoken definitions, 
pointing, eye contact, вһоуе in the back, etc. 

c. by following his opposite instead of doing his own part, 


3. Because the dancer figures that there are 7 other mistake makers in the square and 
how does he know whose fault the last breakdown was? 


4. Because the dancer rationalizes that he can dance better than a) the worst dancer 
here, or b) the bottom 25% апа therefore belongs at this level. 


How can you determine how good you are al the current level (assuming you really want 
to know)? 


1. My wife says that you belong at the level if you can get to the correct spot under 
your own &team when the other 7 dancers do their part correctly. 


2. Stop and think — do I really know how to do this call. If it was done from в harder 
position can I really do it? Can 1 do it from a non-standard formation, with the sexes 
in an other than normal position? Can 1 teach it to someone? Can | interrupt it or do 
the call with phantoms? 


3. Pay attention to your mistakes. You just made a mistake; while it is not the end of 


the world, you should be aware of it. Don't compare yourself to other dancers, instead 
evaluate how many mistakes you are making and is that в reasonable number. 


4 Try dancing to а caller who doesn't spoon feed the material or cue the material, 
5. Try having your workshop square dance without using any hands. 
8. Try having your tape group dance without stopping the tape. 


7. Ask a more experienced dancer to gauge the level of the current dance for you. He 
will know if the caller is easier, harder, or just bogus at the current level.

ROUNDALAB's Phase Rating System - What Is It? How Does It Work? 


When ROUNDALAB was founded in 1977 one of its main priorities was to create 
some sort of order in a chaotic system of identifying dances being used in various 
areas. After much study and input [гот both dancers and teachers, the Fleck Point 
Rating System was adopted. In 1983, after a thorough study of the maturing round 
dance activity, a simpler, less complicated system was instituted, 


Using the concept of six degrees of difficulty within which to work, the 
ROUNDALAB membership is continually working to ploce round dance figures into 
these six categories or phases. Figures, once defined, are placed in a Phase according 
to their degree of difficulty as it relates to the amount of turn, the number of steps, 
and/or the difference in each partner's footwork. Phase Í is the least difficult with 
Phase VI being the most difficult. 


Because the round dance activity itself actively encourages creativity in 
choreography, figures from all phases may be utilized in a given dance routine. 
However, the routine is rated according to the Phase of the most difficult figures 
used. 


For example = a Phase Ill dance could contain any figures from Phases 1, Н or 
Ill. If the dance contains one or two figures from the next higher Phase (IV), the 
dance rating would be followed by а +7 or +2 (with usually the names of the figures 
in parenthesis). Ш a routine contains more than two figures from the next higher 
Phase it is rated at the higher Phase. If a Phase Ш dance had a Phase V figure in 
it, the dance would have to be phased at least a Phase IV and possibly even a Phase 
IV +1. Where syncopation, speed of music, rhythm changes, timing, or choreographic 
variations occur in и donce, ROUNDALAB suggests a word or short phrase convey 
this to the reader. 


ROUNDALAB encourages all choreographers to assume the responsibility of Phase 
Rating their routines before publication and including this information in the heading 
of every cue sheet. 


ROUNDALAB currently publishes a booklet listing oll the figures that have already 
been placed in the various Six Phases of Round Dancing. Another method of 
presentation, listing all the figures within a rhythm will be discussed at the Annual 
Meeting this June in Anaheim, CA. Chairmen of the ROUNDALAB Standardization 
Planning Committee are Ray & Anne Brown whose summer address is 10975 East 
Berry Avenue, Englewood, CO 80111.

8. Transcribe a few tips onto paper and try to push checkers through the sequences. 
While it is ok at first to make mistakes because you aren't used to pushing checkers, 
you are learning something about your current level if you have to look up call defi- 
nitions or discover that you were relying on body flow or other dancers to get 
through the material. 


9. If you have normal hearing and вау "I didn't hear it" when the other dancers just did 
the call without pause, it may mean that you are dancing at too high a level.

The International Association of Square Dance Callers 


THE CARE AND FEEDING OF NEW DANCERS 
(By Bob Van Antwerp, SQUARE DANCING, April 1984) 


FOR SOME TIME | HAVE HAD THE DESIRE to explore the depths of the teaching 
practices of caller/instructors in the new dancer programs. Unable to dig deeply 
into a survey-type study, | felt it might be worthwhile to just openly make some 
suggestions regarding the programming and teaching of new dancers in today's square 
dancing. The continuing acknowledgment that many classes start with good attendance 
and then dissipate gradually as the class moves on, leads me to believe a large 
percentage of the failures may be attributed to factors over which the class members 
have no control. It just might be that some caller/instructors are unable to grasp 
the ineffectiveness of their teaching techniques, and actually do not know what is 
expected of them, There seems to be a rush to rapidly move novice dancers into 
a state of bewilderment (and they the dancers, are unaware of why) because of the 
programs established by CALLERLAB. This was not the intent. CALLERLAB'S plan 
was to establish programs that would offer all callers, new and experienced, some 
system to regulate the flow of too many basic movements too quickly. 1+ was designed 
to protect the dancers from the frustrated state of not knowing what to expect next 
in their newfound recreation called square dancing. This does not seem to be 
understood by many of our caller/instructors. They tend to hurry and rush the dancers 
through the Basic and Mainstream movements so they may pin a club badge on them. 


In many areas the square dance club will sponsor the class and recruit the class 
members. For that reason, | fully understand that this procedure of rushing the class 
sometimes takes place at the insistence of club members. But why? There could 
be a number of reasons, but this radical approach of having the newcomer become 
a member of the club only to be cast into a state of confusion is, in my opinion, 
absolutely wrong. Time, patience, loving care and courage by the instructor, supported 
by the understanding of the club members, has to be one of the most important facets 
of new dancer involvement - from beginner instruction to club acceptance. А 
catastrophic result from "hurry up" programming is the loss of dancers from the 
activity. In my opinion, this is a major problem. | keep asking myself, why does there 
seem to be such a great need to rush these new dancers? | feel that it boils down 
to a case of ruin them by rushing them or maintain them by motivating them. 


NEED FOR STRONG LEADERSHIP CAPABILITIES 


One concept of leadership is that a leader should be nothing more than a servant 
of his dancers. In turn, this is saying callers must give the dancers what they want 
and the way they want it. It sounds logical but, unfortunately, many very opinionated 
dancers are in complete disagreement with each other, Often, a small but very vocal 
minority composed, as a rule, of the most eager and active (though not necessarily 
ihe best) dancers succeed in dictating policy under the "servant creed" of leadership. 
This is where a strong caller/instructor has to exert his full leadership capacities 
to give proper direction in an effective way. When they join a club, newcomers are 
understandably apprehensive at first. They have that insecure feeling that they'll 
make a mistake and be embarrassed, and they're concerned whether or not they can 
remember all they've been taughl. AIl of this tends to create pressure, and too much 
pressure makes the dancers wonder what they're doing here and if they really need 
this fun activity? 


As a caller/instructor | discovered long ago that no two classes are exactly alike. 
Although they may seem similar in a number of respects, they should not be compared, 
the one to the other, nor should we expect any two classes to be equal in the learning 
process, Each class has its own group personality. The rate of speed with which 
it accepts and properly executes the Basic and Mainstream dance movements varies 
from one class to the next. Some student dancers may be able to handle the material 
and move through the instruction period smoothly and effortlessly, while others need 
additional floor time, greater patience on the part of their instructor, more repetition 
of instruction and nurturing in order to gain confidence. And, on top of that, each 
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caller/instructor is different and the instruction of one teacher, whether adequate 
or not, cannot or should not be compared to another, | am, at times, appalled with 
what some caller/instructors think they can teach in 15 or 25 weeks of instruction 
and then expect their new dancers to "hack it" at a club dance composed of members 
who have danced considerably longer than they. Or worse, some callers send the 
new dancers to a festival or jamboree and tel! them they can handle it — "just go 
and try". Nothing can break down a new dancer's confidence more quickly, Let us 
be realistic. Let us give our new dancers the time in class they need to be thoroughly 
indoctrinated. Let us help them gain the confidence they need ín order to be good 
and efficient dancers. Let us encourage them to dress properly, to dance with correct 
styling and smoothness and let us not overlook the importance of congenial fellowship. 
Our dancers should feel confident in knowing where they are going and they should 
feel secure in the knowledge that the teaching and direction we have given them 
has been fundamentally sound in all its many aspects. 


QUALITY OF TEACHING IN QUESTION 


| do not pretend to be an all-knowing, never-erring individual in possession of all the 
answers but it's very evident that the ranks of new dancers are not swelling as they 
should, | have to believe that a prime reason for this is the quality of teaching we 
are, or are not, providing. CALLERLAB has established teaching guidelines prepared 
by some of the greatest minds in square dancing and |, for one, am following them 
with success. As caller/instructors, have we honestly evaluated what happens to 
each participant during dance instruction? We cry out that we need more time but 
is this enough? Do we evaluate our own individual performance as a teacher? Who 
is regulating the timetable for the classes? Are you? Having accepted the role of 
teacher, are you adequately accepting the responsibility as leader? We, as callers, 
seek professional status, Perhaps we need to face an honest evaluation of our 
proficiency as square dance instructors and leaders, Sometimes 1 де! the feeling 
that new dancer classes and their instructors are like ships without rudders. They 
don't appear to know where they are going and no one seems to be controlling the 
direction they are steering, Weak instructors may be afraid to evaluate their own 
accomplishments and that is usually because they think that such evaluation is a 
criticism of their teaching ability, On the contrary, a good, healthy self-evaluation 
is a helpful tool by means of which a caller can progress in his or her search for 
excellence, 


Whose major concern is the survival of the class and the direction the dancers should 
be taking? Naturally, the club members, if they have recruited the new class members 
and are waiting in the wings to welcome them into the club, are vitally interested. 
However, the responsibility falls upon the shoulders of the leader/caller/instructor 
to move the class successfully through their lessons. This responsibility has to be 
accepted by the callers, and their success depends to a large percent on the complete 
support of the club members and their dancer leaders. An ongoing liaison between 
the sponsoring club and the instructor is all-important if the new dancers are to receive 
lasting recreational enjoyment. We cannot afford to crowd new dancers or ta move 
them along too quickly. Let them feel the satisfaction of moving smoothly to the 
music as they follow the calls, | can't imagine anyone telling a person who sails a 
boat or likes bowling or loves to ballroom dance that square dancing is better. It 
must be proven that square dancing is an activity someone will like. However, once 
a decision has been made to try square dancing and a person has joined a class, it's 
up to the caller/teacher to convince him that he made the right decision. 


EACH INDIVIDUAL DANCER IS IMPORTANT 


Leadership awareness is important to me in the field of square dance instruction. 
This quality requires an appreciation of each individual dancer. It includes a 
willingness to serve on the part of the caller. М means a love for the class in а broad, 
impersonal sense and requires untiring patience each step along the way. !t means 
that ! and each caller/teacher must possess a thorough knowledge of what to teach, 
how to teach and get along with others, We must never forget the individual out 
there on the dance floor who is trying to learn. There is a definite sensitivity that 
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must work between the instructor and each member of the class. It's like a two-way 
radio with the dancer and the caller sending and receiving messages to and from each 
other. Hopefully, it tells the instructor when to be sympathetic and slow down a 
bit. Like a traffic light, the message signals when to be cautious, when to stop and 
when to go. It enables the teacher to sense the mood of the dancers. М tips the caller 
off as to when and where assistance is needed and when special attention is required. 
It is the art of thinking of all the class members and not just a few. There is a great 
need for caller/instructors who possess this attribute of awareness. 


In the broad impersonal sense, the love an instructor must have for all dancers has 
to be genuine, even though it is not always expressed in words or demonstrated openly. 
Caller/instructors must have a profound interest in their class members. In the 
beginning, | try to learn the first names of each class member so that by the third 
or fourth dance night | will be able to call them by name and not just refer to "the 
man in the gray slacks" or "that lady in the green dress", When possible, try to learn 
something of the dancers' other interests and hobbies. Talk with them during breaks 
and find out what stumbling blocks they may be encountering in class so that you 
will be able to assist them (and the other class members) by correcting the problems. 
Above all, let them know that you are sincerely interested in them. Consider each 
person to be more than just another body that showed up for class or just another 
dollar in the till. As good leaders, caller/instructors must show an eagerness to serve 
the dancers. Square dance class differs from the office, school classroom, or industrial 
plant because no one is forced to attend. Square dance halls can be filled to capacity 
or be very empty. This often depends on the degree of leadership offered by the 
caller/instructor and the support he or she receives from the sponsoring group. 


And, one last point, there 15 absolutely no place in square dancing for the 
caller/instructor who lacks enthusiasm, the teacher who makes only a half-hearted 
effort to prepare, shows laziness in the instructional process or comes across as an 
egotistical "know-it-all". The square dance activity is a strange phenomenon. To 
my knowledge, there is no other field where an individual can progress so quickly 
from novice to professional, to expert, to a position of authority in such a short period 
of time. 


A FEW GUIDELINES FOR THE CALLER 


Here are a few suggestions for dancers entering the field of square dance calling 
and teaching. These points may seem old-fashioned, overused or redundant but they 
have worked for me and | hope they will assist new caller/instructors in becoming 
more successful: 


* Be sure that you are ready, mentally and educationally (in a square dance sense), 
to enter the field of professional calling and teaching. 

* Take into consideration the worth and dignity of every human being. 

Be determined to understand the interests and needs of your pupils. 

* Realize and understand the job that has to be accomplished and the approach 
you must take and maintain to accomplish this job. 

* Possess lor develop) а sincere sense of humor, not false or overdone. 

* Possess a dedicated desire to serve the activity and be ready to face pitfalls along 
the way. 

* Be concerned with the growth and development of your class members, 

* Maintain a sympathetic attitude toward class members in their class shortcomings 
and respect their opinions. 

* Determine your goals and don't be swayed from your intent. 

* Believe in square dancing for the wholesome activity it is and have enthusiasm 

for the activity as a whole. 

Develop a pleasing and friendly personality. 

Possess the ability to organize and work to improve it with experience. 

Gear your energy so that it may be directed in a positive manner. 

Develop the ability to get along under pressure. 

Maintain good physical and mental health. 

Be absolutely sure you know what you are teaching in all phases of the square

wHY THE FEDERAL PERIOD? 


At the New England Convention just past, Vagabonds presented dances of the 
American Federal period (approximately 1790 to 1830) during the Friday evening round 
dance party and at Saturday's special events. If you saw our demo, we hope this article 
will increase your understanding and appreciation of what you saw. I! you didn't we 
hope you will develop some interest and curiosity from reading this. 


The Federal period is special to modern western square dancers (that's us) because 
that's when two very important dances got their start. The square dance existed 
earlier, but only as a variation within English country dances. However, under the name 
"Quadrille," the square dance emerged as a separate entity and remained a prominent 
feature of the ballroom throughout the 19th century. Similarly, the waltz, which 15 the 
first round dance in the sense that we today say "round dance," also became » ballroom 
feature at this time and remained so throughout the 19th century. 


Each of these dances changed as the century moved on, but their essential 
characteristics remained intact. The movement style suffered the most. Early in the 
century when the dances were fresh and new, and most of the people who danced them 
were young, these dances had many light hops, skips, and jumps. They really were good 
exercise. As the dances aged, the dancing gradually got closer to the floor until finally 
the squares were walked and waltzes turned on a nearly (lat foot. 


Both Henry Ford and Lloyd "Pappy" Shaw looked to the 19th century for models of 
the dancing they promoted. ‘Their revivals. lead to our form, modern western square 
dancing. Since Shaw's revival to the present, there has been в similar change. Shaw's 
dancers were mostly high school students who moved vigorously. As the average age of 
modern western square dancers has risen, the movement style has changed and the 
tempos slowed down. Although there nre other reasons for the change in movement 
style, "growing old together" is a factor, 


Although there is no good or bad to these events, they do make an interesting 
starting point for musings on dance,

donated that prize is the winner. What 
kind of advertising is that for the business 
that donated the prize? They could 
have accomplished the same effect 
by stopping someone on the street und 
handing them the prize. 


W in the future, you find yourself 
on и committee to solicit door prizes, 
insist that the name of the business 
and the item donated be announced 
over the microphone for every donation 
made, If your club questions whether 
or not they should take the time over 
the microphone to do that, then maybe 
they should ask themselves if they really 
had a right to solicit the prizes to begin 
with.

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ALL ABOUT THE "MARY MAXIM" SQUARE DANCE SWEATER 


For many, many years people have been interested in this bulky knit square dancer 
cardigan sweater. Some twenty years ago | was able to buy the directions when | 
was shopping in a department store in St. John, New Brunswick, From time to time 
| would loan it out to a dancer who wanted to make the sweater. It was always returned 
to me - until the last time. ! had heard that there was a catalog where this could 
be ordered, along with the yarn needed to make it, but | didn't know where to get 
this catalog. | started talking about it at dances, and a nice lady from Quincy, Mass. 
and another from Berkley, Michigan responded with help. There is bad news and qood 
news. The bad news is that the Mary Maxim Catalog no longer carries the S/D sweater, 
BUT the good news 15 that the President of the company has given me permission 
to write up the directions to share with you. 


Because of the graphs needed to explain the designs clearly and the directions 
needed for each section of the sweater, | am not going to be able to give you all of 
it in this month's issue of the magazine. | am going to give you as much as | can now, 
then the rest of it can come next month. As the graphs will have to be larger than 
the magazine page in order to be workable, | will have to send those to you who wish 
them, separately ~ more on that later. When you read the directions, keep in mind 
that they were printed in Canada and some of the terms may be a little different. 


TO BEGIN: 


MATERIALS: Choose from Northland Wool; 4 oz (113) skein, or Titan Orlon; 3 oz 
(85 gm) pull skein. Both have approx. identical yardage, and the pattern requirements 
apply to either yarn. 


Of Mary Maxim Bulky Weight Yarn allow — Sizes 38-40 Sizes 42-41

This sweater has a contrasting collar and yoke, front pockets, raglan sleeves, 
a musical clef on the left front and a dancing couple in contrasting colors on the 
back. The raglan sleeves carry the contrasting color across the shoulders to form 
the yoke.

BACK - Using smaller needles and M,C. Г] yarn, cast on 68 (72-76-80) sts and work 
3 ins (8 cms) in К 1, p 1, or K 2, p 2 ribbing. Change to larger needles and beg with 
а К гом. Proceed to follow graph in st st - one row К, one row p. Using short lengths 
or small balls of each color and a separate ball of М.С. [_] at each end of row work 
design by Colored Pattern Knitting Method carrying colors not in use only along on 
wrong side to have in position for next row. Dec as indicated on graph for armholes, 
Use separate ball of C.C. Bl at beg of yoke then reduce to one. Cast off on last 
row. 


FRONT - 

BUTTONHOLES, if desired - Work over 6 garter sts of front band and are made on 
the right front for a lady and the left front for a man. So work the other front first. 
Mark positions for 8 buttons placing first one inch (3 cms) from lower edge, another 
% inch (1 cm) from first neck shaping, spacing remaining ones evenly between. Ist 
buttonhole row: over 6 garter sts, К 2, cast off 2 sts, К to end of band sts. 2nd 
buttonhole row: over 6 garter sts, К 2, cast on 2 sts over those cast off on previous 
row, K2. 


RIGHT FRONT - Using smaller needles and M.C. п yarn, cast on (38-40-42) sts 
for zipper or 40 (40-42-44) sts for button front. 


1st ROW - K 4 for zipper or К 6 for button front, rib to end to match the back, 
2nd ROW - Rib as set to last 4 or 6 sts, K to end. 


Pep these 2 rows until work measures 3 ins (8 cms), finishing after a second row, 
and inc 0 (1-1-0) st at Бед of last row - 38 (39-41-42) or 40 (41-43-44) 515. Change 
to larger needles and beg with а К row. Proceed to follow graph for 18 (18-22-22) 
rows. 


POCKET BAND ~ 19th (191h-23rd-23rd) ROW - К 10 or 12, p 18, К to end. 

20th (20th-24th-24th) ROW — P to last 4 or 6 sts, К to end. Rep these 2 rows once 
more. 

23rd (23-27-27) ROW - К 10 or 12, cast off 18 sts purlwise, К to end. Leave this 
work for the present and work pocket lining. 


POCKET LINING - Using larger needles and М.С. L1 yarn, cast on 18 sts and work 
23 (23-27-27) rows in st st, beg and finishing with a knit row. Return to front. 


NEXT ROW - P to pocket opening. P sts from pocket lining, pearl to last 4 or 6 sts, 
К to end, Continue to follow graph in st st, working design as explained for the back. 
Dec for armhole and neck as indicated. Cast off on last row. 


LEFT FRONT - Work as given for right front, finishing ribbing after a first row, and 
inc at end of last rib row. Following left front graph work clef by Colored Pattern 
Method, carrying М.С. Г.) only along on wrong side.

With the start of square dance classes 
just around the corner, the time is ripe to 
wage a campaign for recruits. There was 
a time when the mere mention of a new 
class would bring a stampede of new dancers 
to sign up for the fun. Every enthusiastic 
square dancer was an unofficial publicity 
agent for the activily, and the recruitment of newcomers was simply a sellers’ market, 
Today, in most areas, square dancing is no! the novelty it once was. Now, it is a 
recognized source of friendly recreation enjoyed by thousands, with many healthy 
clubs opening their doors to those who wish to join іп, and with hundreds of outstanding 
callers who are ready to provide the direction. 

AM of this means that we may have to work harder to get out the word about 
the activity in order to fill our classes. From the many methods of attracting men 
and women into our programs, à few stand out as proven successes, 

First of all — you can't beat word-of-mouth campaigning. їп a great number of 
successful beginner class recruiting programs we've checked, the majority experienced 
their best results, when satisfied dancers spread the word to their non-dancing friends. 
Of course И is possible the longer a dancer is in the activity, the fewer non-dancing 
friends he may have. For this reason, the new dancer often (but not always) is the 
best recruiter, 

How do you start а word-of-mouth campaign? First, as in the case of any 
advertising, it's necessary to assemble the facts. What: Square dancing - a class for 
beginners. Why: Because it's a downright enjoyable activity; it's a good recreation 
and we'd like to see you taking part. Where: At the Community Center. When: Every 
Thursday night, starting September 22nd. How Much: Quote the price and then state 
that it's less than you'd pay to go and sit through a movie. Who: Our club is sponsoring 
the class; Joe Jones, our caller, will be the teacher and, very important, be sure to 
include contact names and phone numbers. 

Getting this information into the hands of workers (club members) is step number 
two. One simple and proven method is the use of "fact" cards. Printed inexpensively 
on small business cards, the information can serve as a reminder and can be given 
to each prospect contacted. 

Whom to contact: Neighbors and near-by relatives; cal! them on the phone, ring 
their doorbell. Talk to them first, then give them a fact card. Also try office 
co-workers, fellow club members, the local PTA roster, business associates, church 
friends, your grocer, dry cleaner — shucks, you'll know whom to contact. As you 
contact prospects, individuals who show interest, take down their names, addresses 
and phone numbers for later reminders. 

A proven "selling tool" is an "Exciter Dance." This is a one-night-stand, a genuine 
square dance in 115 simplest form, where the non-dancer has the opportunity to sample 
the activity and experience, first-hand, the fun and friendliness of square dancing. 
You may find you can break down a bit of reluctance by offering to attend the dance 
with your prospects. Maybe you can arrange to pick them up, or meet and personally 
welcome them when they arrive, Your enthusiasm will do much to encourage them 
to join the class. 





Television: In the belief that "to see square dancing is to want to be a part of 
it," live demonstrations if delivered naturally can be good interest-getters and effective 
recruiters. In many areas, where union problems do not prevent nonprofessional talent 
from appearing on television, you may find the local program directors willing to 
set up a "one shot" or possibly a guest appearance on а regular show. The thing to 
remember is that you are "selling" the fun of square dancing. The emphasis should 
be on happy faces, attractive but simple costuming, and uncomplicated, smooth flowing 
square dance patterns. 


CallerLab: The international Association of Square Dance Callers is presently 
raising funds to produce and make available video spots for use on local television 
channels. While these will not be ready until next season, be aware that radio and 
TV stations do provide public service time and your announcement may qualify. There's 
only one way to find out - ask. One mid-western square dance club we heard of, made 
a point of personally inviting all employees of their local television station to be

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their guests at a "free" Exciter Dance. Some did attend and the function was even 
carried as part of one of their local news broadcasts. 


Demonstrations: Large open square dances, sometimes held in shopping malls, 
serve as good showcases for square dancing. A great number of non-dancers are drawn 
to these affairs as spectators and an alert caller can find an occasion or two, during 
the demonstration, to have each experienced dancer bring in a newcomer as a partner 
for one simple tip. Be sure to have a planned follow-up by providing fact cards and 
flyers for the newcomers and by having folks register for square dance information 
that can be mailed to them later. 


If your club has been sponsoring new dancer classes for a number of years, then 
you're in a perfect situation to analyze the promotional tools that have been utilized 
and select those that have been most successful for you. Dancer associations that 
have made studies of promotional ventures, in and outside of their areas, often have 
a wealth of information to share. Inquire as to what's available, Whatever you plan 
to use, now is the time to get started. Actually, recruiting promotion should be an 
all-year, continuing activity for every club.

GOOD SQUARE DANCING IS 


A Chatlenging variety of patterns made up of calls the 
dancers know well, 


Rhythmic movement that matches the dancers steps to the

wrote these words nearly 20 years ago as the program description for a 
club | called JIM'S GEMS. | would not change them today nor do | expect 
to have to change them in the future. That group started before 
CALLERLAB had identified any of the dance programs as we know so well today. 
Later, when the MAINSTREAM program was identified | had a name for whal we 
had been doing. The name was All Position Mainstream - and that was long before 
CALLERLAB used those words. What we wanted the group to be was a place for 
experienced dancers to enjoy DANCING the calls they knew without having constantly 
to learn new calls. Membership was available by subscription only and we accepted 
only people that we knew to be experienced dancers. At the time it was not the only 
"Closed Club," There were several in the area. They all described their purpose 
a little differently. Experimental Squares, for instance, was a group dedicated to 
experimenting with many new calls. The thing they had In common was that they 
provided a place for experienced dancers to enjoy the activity with others who knew 
how to dance well and took their dancing seriously. We don't have groups like that 
any more. These days the more experienced dancers often move to a new 
program—learning a whole new vocabulary of calls. 1 have guessed that their motive 
is trying to find a place where there is good dancing; where they can - just for a little 
while — escape the responsibility for new dancers who are just learning calls these 
folks have been taught dozens of times. The problem | see is that they don't find 
the first sentence in my definition of good dancing. Since they are working with 
a vocabulary that is new to many of the people in the group, that dance is not "made 
up of calls the dancers know well." The best dancing | have seen comes when a group 
of people are not dancing at the limit of their vocabulary; when a group at a 
MAINSTREAM dance is mostly people who dance the PLUS program regularly or 
the dancers at an A-1 dance are mostly familiar with the full list of ADVANCED 
calls. When the floor is not stretched to the limit of their call vocabulary the 
DANCING is better. These days there are many people who attend PLUS dances 
even though they know those calls poorly. It's a far-out thought but maybe the 
DANCING would be better if we held more MAINSTREAM dances and pushed the 
callers to provide "A challenging variety" with "rhythmic movement" and "correct 
timing."

Musings On Dance

THE ANSWER TO THE QUESTION IN CHARLIE'S STORY 


Many columns ago 1 wrote an article entitled "Charlle's Story" in which | related 
à tale Charlie Baldwin had told me about going to dance where a badge was pinned 
to his shirt to prevent a collision from a difference in direction in the way those folks 
danced a certain figure compared to how Charlie danced it back home here in New 
England, While | could remember the story In general, | could nor remember any 
particulars and 1 asked if anyone reading my article had also heard the story from 
Charlie and could fill in my missing blanks. 


Several people have told me that they thought the difference in direction occurred 
in the “balance and swing," a figure now lost from today's modern square dancing, 
In the "balance and swing", two dancers face each other and cach steps onto one [oot 
and swings the other forward or in frant of the standing leg, repeats that on the other 
foot, and finally they swing each other, The dancers should agree on which foot to 
step first so that they do not klck each other. 


This explanation 15 certaln!y plausible, but recently 1 found the story written in Charlie's 
own words, Guess Where! The December 1982 Caller! Here's an excerpt from his 
"Prologue" on page 76. 


Being as we are discussing в little bit of Texas ways of square dancing 
this writer will never forget à visit to Texarkana, Texas. 


While on the way to my first National Square Dance Convention, 
Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, June, 1955, a stop was made to visit Jim 
and Ruth Brower in Texarkana and to call for Jim's elub. 


Upon entering the hall we were met by two gracious ladies who 
greeted us very warmly, Texas style. One lady remarked i would need 
а tag, She procured one and looped it around one of the fasteners on 
my shirt.

The sashay mentioned on the tag was in regard to the call, "Walk 
all around the Jeft hand lady, oh boy what a baby: See saw round your 
own little taw, sweetest gal in Arkansas." 


Some places in east Texas danced around the back of their corner 
nnd their partner us the corner and partner went into the center and 
back. Some doing the same figure danced around the front of their 
corner and their partner, Both ways, back and front, ended up the same, 
making n figure of eight around corner and partner. 


The "walk all around the left hand Indy" wus в sashay figure, as 
originally done. While the men were sashaying around the ladies, corners 
and partners, the ladies were taking three steps to the center and touch. 
returning to place backing up. А real gracelul and beautiful figure. 


It was fun if you couldn't see the tag to determine which way your 
corner was going. If your partner did it the opposite way there was 
bound to be a problem.

It’s mid-June as І write and we've 
just heard of the loss of an old triend, 
Dorie Minnich, of Ossining, New 
York. Dorie was 80 and was one of the 
most active people l've ever met. 

Dorie attended as many dances as 
she could and often drove the 45 miles 
or so to attend our Newtown third 
Saturday dances. She also attended 
many dance camps and weekends. 

She was involved with her local 
chapter of the D.A.R., the garden club, 
her church, taught English country 
dancing (when she had time) and 
sponsored a two-year open traditional 
dance series in Ossining that Spring 
Fever and I did on first Fridays. 

Dorie always had supper for the 
performers, and a few friends, each 
night before the dance. She was a 
gourmet cook as all who attended 
those рин will readily attest. Her 
bright smile and optimistic manner will 
be missed by many. 

Her favorite country dance was the 
French longways, The Female Saylor, 
first published in 1706 by Feuillet and 
in English in 1710 by Knox. I suspect 
that everytime | dance, or call that 
number I'll think of Dorie. 


My work with the French contre- 
danse (I mentioned it last month) 


continues and my notes, indexing and 
facsimile sources are growing just 
about as fast as I find places to store 
the stuff. 

We know from the printed evidence 
how the French perfected the [8th 
century square (cotilion) form of 
dance. What I've learned is that the 
English picked up the contre-danse 
and did their compositions exactly in 
the French manner, usually giving their 
compositions French titles. 

These English dances came to 
America (citations in the 1774 Boston 
Gazette). I recently found an 
"American" cotillion, published т 
Boston in 1803, to be 99-percent 
identical (dance and music) to a c.1780 
English cotillion Leg a French title) 

ublished in London by James Fishar. 
t's in the same book with "Hornpipe 
No. 1" now known throughout America 
as "Fisher's Hornpipe." 

I've said it before; I love digging out 
the facts. They are always so much 
more interesting, and enlightening, 
than myths or fairy tales. The latter 
usually hold some part of the truth but 
the reality is the truth, like it or not.

4M THE NEW CLASS LAST MINUTE REMINDERS: 


Have you established the goals for this year's class of beginners? Any project, 
whether in square dancing or in some other field, needs à goal, objectives, toward 
which every element of that project will be directed. Whether you аге a dancer, 
concerned with the new crop of beginners, or a caller/teacher about to embark 
on а new class, it's well to reassess the purpose of the coming year's program. 


Never allow yourself to think that class is a temporary period, necessary but 
not always pleasant, through which every individual must go in order to become 
4 square dancer. Thinking of this type defeats the entire purpose of class time. 
Class should be a sampler of what is to come. It should be a self-contained period 
in Which the individual learns certain things, most important of which is that square 
dancing is fun! |f it is to be an enjoyable experience, then each segment of class 
needs to be filled with a sense of excitement and joy. 


In the weeks to come, you have the one opportunity of starting the newcomer 
out on the right foot. Remember that as you go along. Avoid the trap that says 
"teach them the various movements now, there will be plenty of time later on to 
teach them how to dance correctly." The same thing might be sald about creating 
a spirit of fun and an exchange of friendship. To take the attitude that class is 
strictly a "work" period in the dancer’s life and that the fun and pleasure will come 
later, once the basics have been learned, is indeed a misdirection. Unless the new 
dancers get this pleasure that they have been promised right from the start, they 
are not going to last long enough to become an experienced club dancer. Allow 
time for parties and relaxed dancing, for this provides the newcomer with the dancing 
review necessary to become a good listener, a smooth mover and a considerate 
dancer. 


These thoughts should help you in establishing your goals and objectives for 
the coming class season.

Mr. Baker.—Mr. President, yesterday, the Senate passed a joint resolution designating 
the square dance as the national folk dance of the United States. | was pleased 
that | was able to cosponsor this resolution with 27 of my colleagues. But today, | 
wish to express my admiration and commendation to my most distinguished colleague 
and friend the minority leader, Senator Robert C. Byrd of West Virginia. For it is 
the distinguished minority leader, a geographic neighbor, a kindred spirit in the 
appreciation of American custom and folklore, and an erudite student of our history, 
who has brought this matter to my attention—through his sponsorship of Joint 
Resolution 59. 


Of course, | must admit, Mr. Presidenl, that my original intentions in cosponsoring 
this resolution was of a more dubious nature, Convinced that a so lively and energetic 
expression of the American spirit most certainly would have had its origin In Tennessee 
rather than West Virginia, | was prepared to, shall we say, appropriate this resolution. 
| must say to the minority leader, however in the spirit of historical accuracy, that 
my research in this regard has been disappointed. And a disappointment ! fear | must 
deliver to Senator Byrd's State as well, My research indicates square dancing in this 
country has its roots in neither Tennessee nor West Virginia, but in New England of 
all places. 


Rebuffed on that count, Mr. President, | have nonetheless comforted myself in the 
knowledge that the "clog dancing" form of the square dance, which as ! am sure the 
minority leader will agree is most artfully performed in Tennessee, is now the vanguard 
of America's square dancing boom. 


Seriously, Mr. President, the square dance is indeed a rich element of our heritage--a 
reflection of the vitality, resourcefulness, creativity and imagination of our people. 
That its popularity is increasing throughout our land {з as reassuring to me as any other 
symbol of the continued creativity and vitality in our country. 


So, finally, Mr. President, with the permission of Senator Byrd, | renew my request 
that my name be added to this resolution and | would say to my friend the minority 
leader, "if he'll do the fiddlin', "I do the callin' and perhaps we can persuade our friends 
from New England to do the dancin'."

5. You shall be conscious of the feelings of those around you and shall not let the stranger in your 
midst sit on the sidelines and cool his heels, nor fail to speak to him 


6. You shall bathe diligently, that the sweet aroma of soap and shaving lotion may assail the nostrils 
of your associates. You shall similarly take care that words of your mouth are not scented with strong 
smelling herbs, such as garlic, or strong smelling beverages such as beer. 


7. You shall guard carefully the utterances from your lips while dancing lest you add confusion to 
your square and cause yourself or others to be unable to hear the next call, Гог there is but one desig- 
nated caller in the hall. 


8. You shall honor your club and give your loyalty, for if you cannot do this, it would be better to 
separate yourself from it and join yourself to another whose methods, members and caller are more 
to your liking. 

9, You shall not kill your club with bickering and fault finding, or by pointing any fingers of blame 
for errors either in dancing or club operation at any fellow member or dancer for, in so doing, such 
4 finger may thus be deservedly due in your own direction,
